Canadian Calf is International Junior Champion 


Hid away in the Hereford corner of the International stables 
was a wee black calf that somehow, someway seemed to be mag- 
netic at least in so far as Aberdeen-Angus admirers were concern- 
ed for they searched him out. There were plenty of callers to take 
a peek, and those peeks usually created an expression of satisfac- 
tion upon the countenance of the onlooker. 

The calf was none other than Bandolier of Anoka, sailing un- 

der the Canadian banner and the ownership of Edwards Brothers 
of Watford, Ontario. Modest lads, and quiet. Not a peep was 
heard out of them, and yet they seemed somehow to appreciate 
the attention given the little bull which they had brought down 
from the north. He was thick, and short coupled, close to the 
ground, good at the ends, and wide as a box, straight all around, 
quiet and attractive at first glance, and carried a beautiful coat of 
glossy hair. Bandolier of Anoka had been honored all along the 
line throughout the Canadian shows 
both in the west, in Ontario and in : 
Quebec. At twenty-four exhibitions bd 
he had never been defeated in class: 
ten times he carried away the grand 
championship honors for bulls all 
ages, and all but twice brought to his 
owners the junior championship rib- 
bons—that’s how good the Canadians 
thought him to be, and that’s what 
made the International visitors sit up 
and take notice. In addition to win- 
ning his class, the youngster was 
made junior champion and_ reserve 
grand champion at the great 1931 
Chicago International, the last court 
of appeals. 

Reared and developed in the 
North, across the border, by a pair of 
the most enthusiastic admirers and 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on 
this continent, the laddie had strong 
backing at home. The Edwards Broth- 
ers have not been engaged in the 
breeding business so very long, how- 
ever they took it upon themselves ev- 
en in high times to own only the very 
best that could be purchased no mat-

ter whether it took all their funds to purchase a single animal. This 
was not the case once but many times before they had assembled 
the foundation which they set out to establish. Each time they 
rolled up their sleeves another notch and went after the job just a 
little harder. When such indominate courage and determination is 
exercised there is bound to be results—and the little champion bull 
Bandolier of Anoka, is one of the expressions of success evident in 
the string of cattle that these men have bred, fitted and shown, 
and now have in preparation for the 1932 shows. 

Bandolier of Anoka is the result of a scientific comingling of 
the breed’s most substantial bloodlines. His tabulation is filled 
with bulls having superior prepotency. His sire, Blackbird Bando- 
lier of Page purchased from the Hartley Stock Farms at Page, 
North Dakota, won the grand championship for bulls at the Cana- 
dian Royal in 1929. He is a grandson of the International grand 

champion Blackcap Revolution who 

has to his credit three International 
‘ grand champion sons. Likewise he is 
the grandson of Blackcap Bandolier 
2d the bull that has sired so many 
champions for Henry Schmuecker & 
Sons, of Iowa, coming on the matern- 
al line from the William Cash bred 
cow Boloress, a cow that has brought 
to the Schmuecker herd a wonderful 
lot of quality. 

The dam of Bandolier of Anoka 
was junior champion at the Canadian 
Royal in 1928. She was bred by the 
Edwards Brothers and is a daughter 
of the great breeding cow Barbara 
McHenry 52d, one of the outstanding 
daughters of old Earl Marshall to 
serve in the Anoka herd as a founda- 
tion matron. The grandam is also a 
daughter of the old King of Sires, and 
the next dam is by Glenmere Starlight 
and Barbara McHenry 21st. The 
dam’s sire is a Rosemere production, 
being a grandson of the renowned 
Prizemere 9th, sire also of the famous

B Another | mportation 
of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle for Canada 


A very select draft of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle has been shipped by Mr. D. M. Allan, 
Ballintomb, for Mr. J. D. Patterson, Rich- 
mond Hill. "Last year Mr. Allen sent ‘to this 
herd a consignment of ten females, and these 
have given great satisfaction. ‘The cattle 
now sent constitute one of the finest lots 
ot the breed ever exported from this coun- 
try. The high class character of the ship- 
ment may also be gathered from the fact 
that it includes the two-year-old heifer, 
Gammer Gretna, which won for her breeder, 
Mr. James Beddie, tirst prize at the Royal 
Northern; second prize—to another Banks- 
bred heifer—at the Highland and other 
showyard honors. She is by the Georgina 
sire Grierson of Ballindalloch, a son of the 
Highland Society male champion Jorum of 
Ballindalloch, and her dam, Gammer Ker- 
chief is by Watchman of Ballindalloch. 
Gammer Gretna is in calf to Elmo of Bal- 
lindalioch, full brother to the reserve cham- 
pion at Perth last spring. From the Banks 
herd there was also secured the yearling 
heifer, Gammer Erona, a member as her 
name indicates of the famous Gammer 
family. Like the other heifer she is by the 
Georgina sire, Grierson of Ballindalloch, 
while her dam is by Watchman of Ballin- 
dalloch, and her grandam by the home-bred 
Gaffer Alec, which on both sides inherited 
the blood of leading winners of their day, 
besides having been a well known winner 
himself. Gammer Erona, which is up to a 
big size, was third in the yearling heifer 
class at the Royal Northern Show this year. 

From the celebrated herd of Mr. J. E. 
Kerr, of Harviestoun, Mr. Allan was able 
to secure a particularly nice representative 
of the great family in sale and show ring 
the Juana Ericas, this being the yearling 
heifer, Juvia Erica. She is by Enthraller 
of Lethen, and out of the great grand- 
daughter of the foundress of the family, 
Jungle Erica by the two thousand guinea 
sire, Euripus of Ballindalloch, while the 
next sires in this select pedigree are Jason 
of Ballindalloch and Prince of the Wassail, 
so that the heifer represents a rare com- 
bination of choice breeding. 

From the herd of Sir Edmund Findlay, 
Bart., of Aberlour, there was selected the 
two-year-old heifer Elvish, a member of the 
old and well-known Mayflowers of Mulben, 
which are now becoming very sparsely re- 
presented in the herd book. She is by the 
Erica sire, Everome, a son of Romanio of 
Ballindalloch and Evergreen 10th of Craig- 
head, while her dam is Eleanor of Stripe- 
side 38d by Prince Canton bred at Mulben. 
Elvish has been very successfully shown at 
Inverness, Craigellachie and Elgin shows, 
and she is in calf to one of the stud bulls 
at Aberlour—Prince Pride of Duthil. 

From Mr. Williams, Nether Mains, there 
was acquired the yearling heifer Ebina of 
Nether Mains which was first at Aberdeen 
Spring Show. She is of the Elba Erica 
family and is by Erinist of Bleaton, a son 
of Essayist of Bleaton, breed champion at 
Perth summer show, and well-known in the 
herds of the late Mr. Gordon R. Shiach of 
Rosebrae and of Mr. J. J. Cridlan of Maise- 
more. 

Princess Elect, the yearling heifer which 
was third at Perth, represents the herd of 
Mr. David P. Elliot, Nisbethill. She is of 


the Pride of Aberdeen family, and has for 
sire the great breeding bull, Eros of Kiner- 
mony, a son of Eclarion of Ballindalloch 
and Evening Trail. She was baby beef 
champion at the Scottish National Show at 
Edinburgh last year. 

Mr. Allan is sending from his own herd 
the heifer calf, Black Betty 3rd of Ballin- 
tomb, a February calf of the Blackbird cow, 
Black Betty 2nd of Ballintomb, by Even- 
dale of Bleaton, the sire of the calf being 
the Witch of Endor bull, Wilful Watch, by 
Prince Pride of Duthil. This calf was first 
at Grantown Show last August, and one 
knows what it means to get first in the calf 
class at a show of the Strathspey Farmers’ 
Club. It may also be noted that she is out 
of the same dam as the 400 guinea bull, 
Beric of Ballintomb, and as the first prize 
bull calf at Grantown last year.—North 
British Agriculturist and Farming News, 
December 29th, 1931. 

Note—Mr. Patterson started his Don 
Head Farms herd in the early part of 1930 
through the importation of ten head of very 
choicely bred heifers selected by Mr. Allan, 
and in the autumn of the same year he im- 
ported a proven bull, Ethric of Nesbethill 
(61606) and from this mating reports a 
most promising group of December, Jan- 
uary and February calves. Mr. Patterson 
reports the last importation which was de- 
livered to his farm from quarantine at 
Saint John, New Brunswick, on February 
13th, to be made up of a very select and 
real outstanding lot of individuals. Don 
Head Farms are located at Richmond Hill, 
Ontario, Canada.

A Real Foundation Heifer. 


Last fall Professor R. B. Hinman picked 
from Clayton C. Taylor’s Dancote herd at 
Lawtons, New York, the heifer Coquette of 
Dancote 442795, calved May 2, 1930, as one 
of the foundation females for the Cornell 
University herd at Ithaca, New York. At 
the Erie County Fair at Hamburg where 
seventy head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle were 
shown last fall Coquette of Dancote headed 
her class and was Junior Champion.

Beef Calf Feeding Proje&t Proves 2 Pronounced Success 


(Note—Prof. Delmer H. LaVoi, Extension Specialist in Animal 
Husbandry at Michigan State College gives this very interesting 
report on the Beef Calf Feeding Contest, in which he reports 
but a very few Aberdeen-Angus entries because of there being 
fewer breeders in the state. in spite of the fact that the Aber- 
deen-Angus were in the minority and lost in the weight for age 
contest the Bonnie Blacks captured both the grand championship 
and the reserve grand championship in the open show for quality 
and finish.) 

By making an average daily rate of gain of 2.78 pounds per 
day on a grade Shorthorn calf, Arleigh Graham, of Harrisville, 
Alcona County, won high honors in the first competitive Michigan 
Beef Calf Feeding Contest. Awards in this contest were based on 
the average daily rate of gain 
made during a feeding period 
of 210 days. Thirty-eight calv- 
es were entered in the first con- 
test which started on June 15th. 
A requirement was set up that 
each calf had to make two 
pounds of gain per day in order 
to be eligible for the show Far- 
mer’s Week at Michigan State 
College. A limit was also made 
in that only twenty calves 
would be selected for this show 
and the final selection to be 
based on those making the high- 
est rate of daily gain. 

Two classes were provided, 
in order that the calves of var- 
ious ages would not come in di- 
rect competition. The Senior 
Class for individuals dropped 
between October 1, 1930 and 
January 1, 1931, and the Junior 
Class for individuals dropped 
from January 1, 1931 to June 1, 
1931. A larger percentage of 
the calves entered were listed 
under the Junior Ciass. Premiums for the show were contributed 
by the various State Breed Associations, the State Department of 
Agriculture, from the entry fees charged each individual and from 
a five per cent sales charge made on each calf at the time it was 
sold. ‘'his total was then prorated’ between the individuals in each 
class depending upon the number eligible. 

The winning calf owned by Mr. Graham was born June 1, and 
was entered in the Junior Shorthorn Class. The initial weight of 
the calf was 117 pounds and its finishing weight 700 pounds—a 
gain of 583 pounds was made in seven months. This calf was fed 
a grain ration consisting of barley, oats, bran and linseed oil meal 
in addition to mixed hay. The calf was not weaned until at the 
close of the feeding period. For the first three months oats was 
the only grain fed and this was gradually increased in amount. 
The above grain ration was fed after the third month. This calf 
was sold in the sale to John Jackson, Jr., of Bishop, Hammond & 
Jackson, Detroit, and Mr. Jackson donated it to the cause of char- 
ity. The calf dressed out 63.57 per cent. 

The runner-up in the contest was another northern Michigan 
calf, a pure bred Shorthorn, owned by Peter Zimmerman & Son, 
of Traverse City. This individual made a gain of 2.63 pounds per 
day with a total gain of 546 pounds for the 210 day feeding period. 
The calf weighed in at 345 pounds and finished at 897. The ration 
consisted of oats, barley and corn with some beet pulp and alfalfa 
hay completing the ration. This calf was allowed to nurse its 
mother the first five months of the feeding period. 

A Hereford calf owned by J. H. Wakefield, Kinde, was the 
winner in the Senior Class. This individual made an average daily 
gain of 2.47 pounds for the feeding period. 

When these calves were shown many of the highest gaining 
individuals were placed below others they had beaten in rate of 
gain because they were not carrying enough finish for the show 
ring. The grand and senior champion animal of the show was an 
Aberdeen-Angus calf owned by Audley Horner of Cass City. This 
individual was well finished, had type and quality and would look

He was the second place winner in 
rate of gain in the senior class and made 2.38 pounds of gain per 
day. The junior and reserve grand champion calf, another Aber- 
deen-Angus, was owned by W. E. Scripps, of Orion. Although this 
calf did not gain as fast as the champion, he was brought out 
showing good finish and these individuals made a close pair. He 
weighed nearly a thousand pounds at a year old. S. H. Pangborn 
& Son, of Bad Axe won reserve junior champion on a pure bred 
Shorthorn and Robert Robertson, of Yale, the reserve senior cham- 
pion on another calf of the same breed. 

These calves created considerable interest and were featured 
throughout the Farmers’ Week festivities. At the end of the week 
they were sold at public auction. The grand champion calf brought 
$16.50 per hundred and was 
purchased by S. Loewenstein & 
Sons, of Detroit. A number of 
the calves sold in the sale went 
to Sadler Rorick Company, Buf- 
falo Market, and a few of the 
others to meat dealers and 
packers throughout the state. 
A fair price was received for all 
of the calves considering that 
some were young and were not 
mature enough to be well fin- 
ished. 

The calf winning first place 
in the junior Shorthorn class 
owned by S. H. Pangborn & 
Son, Bad Axe, was fed an un- 
usual ration in as much as the 
greater part of it consisted of 
boiled culled beans. In nearly 
all of the cases, these calves 
were fed on home grown grains 
and the results of the contest 
show that beef cattle can be 
profitably produced in Michi- 
gan, even if handled on a basis 
of a few head per farm. Ac- 
curate records were kept by all of the contestants on their rations, 
cost of grains and management practices.

THAT ENVIABLE MARGIN—SALE PRICES 
AT LIVE STOCK EXPOSITIONS IN 1931. 

Some very interesting facts were brought out in the sale of 
fat cattle in connection with the recent International Live Stock 
Exposition at Chicago. The entire offering passed through the 
auction ring and all the cattle were purchased by packer buyers. 
In compiling these figures, the champions of each breed were in- 
cluded with the exception of the Aberdeen-Angus, as the cham- 
pion Aberdeen-Angus, which was the grand champion of the show 
was sold separately at the sale of the carload lots at $1.27 per 
pound and therefore is not included in the sale of single steers held 
on Saturday of International week. 

The results of this sale confirm more forcefully the claim often 
made by the admirers of the Aberdeen-Angus breed that the “dod- 
dies” are the favorites upon the butcher’s block. The quality of 
all the cattle offered in the sale must have been on a par because 
in the carload lot division all the cattle entered in the show were 
required to pass the sifting committee and all cattle that did not 
come up to a required standard were eliminated. 

In the single steer division the cattle sold represented the best 
each breed was able to produce. In the sale of the carload lots, the 
Aberdeen-Angus yearlings averaged $14.45 per cwt.; Herefords, 
$13.36 and the Shorthorns $12.55. In the sale of two year olds, 
Aberdeen-Angus averaged $14.42 per cwt.; Herefords $14.08 and 
Shorthorns, $13.00 per cwt. Thus it can be seen that the Aberdeen- 
Angus averaged from 34c per cwt. in the two year olds to $1.09 
more for yearlings than the Herefords and $1.42 to $1.90 more than 
the Shorthorns. 

In the sale of steers in the junior feeding contest, 98 Aber- 
deen-Angus steers sold for an average of $13.974c; 47 Shorthorns 
averaged $13.15%c and 65 Herefords averaged $12.78%4¢c, again 
showing a substantial gain over the other breeds for Aberdeen- 
Angus. 

In the sale of single steers exhibited by breeders and colleges, 
»o4 Aberdeen-Angus steers sold for an average of $13.64; 50 Short- 
horns at an average of $12.94 and 38 Herefords at $12.90, again 
leaving a margin of 70¢ per-cwt. over the Shorthorns and 74e per 
cwt. over the Herefords. 

In the sale of baby beeves in connection with the recent Ex- 
change Live Stock Show held at St. Louis, some more interesting 
figures were secured. In compiling the price for cattle in this sale 


the champions of each of the three breeds were not included be- 
cause the Aberdeen-Angus was the grand champion and sold for 
a pound. The Hereford was reserve and sold for $1.00 per 
pound. 

Beginning with the second prize winner in each breed up to and 
including the 15th place calf, we find the following interesting 
data. Aberdeen-Angus averaged $15.86 per cwt., the Herefords 
averaged $14.12 per cwt. and the Shorthorns averaged $13.16 per 
ewt. Here again the Aberdeen-Angus averaged $1.74 per hundred 
pounds more than the Herefords and $2.70 more than the Short- 
horns. 

These facts should be of great importance to the feeders of 
beef cattle, to 4-H club boys and girls and club members in voca- 
tional schools. It confirms the statement frequently made that 
packer buyers purchase cattle on the basis of quality and are will- 
ing to pay the premium when necessary to get the good Aberdeen- 
Angus steers. The additional price paid for Aberdeen-Angus in 
each of these sales may mean the difference between a loss or a 
fair margin of profit.

Small Cuts of Meat. 

One of the features of the meat trade that 
is doubtless puzzling to many live stock pro- 
ducers is the marked preference of city con- 
sumers for light-weight meat animals. 

Housewives insist on smaller cuts for a 
number of reasons. Smaller apartments 
with less storage space, smaller families, 
and the larger number of women now em- 
ployed in factories and offices all tend to 
create a demand for the lighter cuts. , 

Lighter weights have the preference in 
practically all classes of meats. In beef the 
premium is on choice yearlings of 300 to 
550 pounds dressed weight. Steaks and 
roasts from these animals are of the ideal 
size for most families and there is relative- 
ly less waste in the form of excess fat. 
About the only class of trade still interested 
in heavy steers are certain hotels and res- 
taurants. 

Vealers should not be too large, because 
the legs are then above the weight favored 
by most consumers. ; 

In lamb the preference points quite 
strongly to lambs weighing not more than 
forty-two pounds dressed weight and thirty- 
six or thirty-eight pounds is better. In some 
instances recently relatively poor quality 
lambs of light weight outsold choice heavy 
lambs. 

Light loins and hams are also preferred 
and the ideal sizes for both loins and hams 
are eight to ten pounds. These work out to 
best advantage from the housewife’s stand- 
point. é 

Pigs weighing 140 to 160 pounds live 
weight have the call today. Ie 

The trend seems to be toward still light- 
er weight meat animals and producers will 
find that in the long run it pays to meet 
the demand as far as possible by producing 
well finished but light-weight animals.

the year. The number of new breeders to 
whom cattle were transferred for the first 
time was greater than at any time in recent 
years, totaling 1786. 

The average price received in the auction 
sale of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle at 
the International Live Stock Exposition was 
$240 per head, or the highest sale average 
on Aberdeen-Angus cattle for 1931. The 
average price received in twenty public 
sales during 1931 was $145 per head. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed again scored 
a string of notable victories at the Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition. The breed 
captured the grand championship on single 
steer, the Junior Feeding Contest, the Group 
of Three Steers, the Carcass Contest and 
the Carload of Feeder Cattle. Reserve grand 
championships were won in the Junior Feed- 
ing Contest, Carload of Fat Cattle and the 
Carcass Contest. 

Many of the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle report considerable interest in beef 
cattle in spite of the general agricultural 
depression. John Hitch, Maryville, Tennes- 
see, reports his twenty-second annual sale 
in November one of the most successful that 
he has held. O. V. Battles, Yakima, Wash- 
ington, reports a healthy demand for bulls 
up to the first of the year, and states that 
inquiries for cattle are more numerous than 
at any time in recent years.

A Mean Situation. 


There is no doubt but that the growing 
practice of buying hogs in the country, 
where there is no opportunity for competi- 
tive bidding, has caused hog values to be 
depressed to a greater degree than condi- 
tions warrant. This is the first time of rec- 


ord that hog prices have been relatively 
lower than prices of cattle and lambs, says 
a report from Los Angeles. Ordinarily, in 
times of depression and low wages, pork is 
the most popular feed because of reiative 
cheapness. A hog dresses about 70 per cent 
meat, whereas the lamb dressed out about 
half meat, and cattle slightly more than 
half edible carcass. Thus with hogs selling 
in the Middle West around the 4-cent mark, 
the meat is very cheap, representing only 
= one-half the price of either lamb or 
eef. 

Intelligent farmers and many farm or- 
ganizations are pressing a drive to force a 
greater percentage of hogs into the open 
markets where there is competitive bidding, 
believing that it is unfair to the producers 
to have all prices established on the rela- 
tively few hogs going into open markets. 

Naturally, both the beef and lamb pro- 
ducers are vitally interested in hog prices 
because of the terrific competition offered 
beef and lamb by low-priced pork.

Great Eastern Winter Fair avd Horse Show 


Promptly following the close of what is 
termed Canada’s Great Eastern Winter Fair 
and Horse Show, held at Sherbrooke, Que- 
hec, November 11-13, 1931, the Journal re- 
ceived a report and a newspaper clipping 
telling of the splendid event but failing to 
give the names and numbers of the animals 
shown. An effort has been made to pro- 
cure these names but to date has been un- 
successful. In as much as the report give= 
only the names of the owners the Journal 
will simply give readers the story of the 
show as seen by a friend of both the breed 
and the Journal. Next winter the Journal 
will be happy to report this show in full, 
class by class, providing the entries may be 
had at the time of the show. This season 
several good shows have had to be omitted 
simply because the names and numbers of 
the animals were not available. The var- 
ious shows should see to it that these names 
are used in the reports for it is the cattle 
more than the owners that folks like to read 
about and have opportunity to study the 
breeding. Our good friend writes: 

The Doddies were much overshadowed by 
the other classes as the Province of Quebec 
has wandered away from its old tradition-= 
and gone very strongly into milk—Holsteins 
largely predominating. In Herefords the 
sections were all filled, but by only two ex- 
hibitors, while in Aberdeen-Angus there 
were only three exhibitors with the senior 
bull sections, and senior and junior heifer 
sections unfilled. 

The Junior Champion bull was Black Jes- 
ter Glencarnock 3d, bred by Glencarnock 
Farms and shown by Dr. C. J. Edgar, North 
Hatley, Q., and this yearling also carried 
off the grand championship. The champion 
senior heifer calf, also bred by Glencarnock 
Farms, and shown by Dr. C. J. Edgar, was a 
small, compact, very typy little animal, 
Kurotia of Glencarnock 6th, and, in the 
opinion of the judge outclassed everything 
in Aberdeen-Angus in the show. The year- 
ling bull champion was also a fine animal 
but lacking a little in heart girth although 
this may be overcome somewhat as his age 
increases. The two year old cows shown all 
had calf at foot and were not in show con- 
dition—the first prize going to a two year 
old heifer Queen of Stanley 24th, bred by 
J. W. McGregor, of Union, Ont. The calf 
classes were very young but promise well. 

A. R. Olney, of Danville, took first and 
second on cows, two years and over with 
Mona of Hillside and Alloways Zoras Pride 
—the latter also taking the championship— 
she is a smallish, sturdy, three year old, 
bred by Col. McHenry. 

The country surrounding Sherbrooke us- 
ed to be famous for its Aberdeen-Angus as 
it is in the centre of the Eastern townships 
which is noted for its grazing and feeding 
facilities and was the home of the famous 
pioneers in the importation of Aberdeen- 
Angus in the early days of the breed in 
Canada, viz., Senator Cochrane at Hillhurst 
and Lt. Col. Pope at Cookshire. At a ban- 
quet tendered to the breeders by the Asso- 
ciation, on the evening of the eleventh, the 
Secretaries of Agriculture of both the Pro- 
vincial and Federal Governments were pres- 
ent and in their addresses stressed very 
markedly the interest of both governments 
in the breeding of stock in this locality, par- 
ticularly, and assured the association of its 


desire to help in the work. This was only 
the second Winter Fair held in this Prov- 
ince and the results were most encouraging. 

In connection with the breeding of Aber- 
deen-Angus it is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to group five or six counties in 
this section together and by the purchase of 
good breeding bulls and the offering of sub- 
stantial inducements to encourage the re- 
turn of the time when this locality will 
again be represented in the winnings at 
Chicago and elsewhere. 

The judging was very satisfactorily done 
by Prof. McOuat, of Macdonald College, and 
his patience and willingness to explain the 
reasons for his decisions were of the great- 
est help to the young breeders present. The 
same show next year promises to eclipse 
this one by a wide margin and promises to 
surely become one of the famous Canadian 
live stock shows.—

August Dietrich, a stock farmer of Osage 
county, Kansas, whose family has been 
growing Aberdeen-Angus cattle for thirty 
years or longer has now at the head of his 
breeding herd the good bull Revolution of 
Wheatland 6th purchased from the James B.

Mr. Dietrich al- 
so topped the 1931 Kansas City market for 
mixed steers and heifers averaging 693 
pounds when the buyers awarded him $12.25 
per cwt., for the entire load.
